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REMARKS 



Claims 22-37 and 39-41 were, prior to this Amendment, pending. The status of 
claim 42 is herein changed from withdrawn to canceled. 

Claims 22 is independent. 

Claims 23-37 and 39-41 depend, directly or indirectly, on claim 22. 



1. 35U.S.C. 112512 

The Examiner allowed all claims, in a Notice of Allowance dated 2010/04/19 
(y/m/d). Then, in response to an IDS submitted 2010/07/19, the Examiner rejected just 
the following 3 claims, and only on the grounds of indefiniteness: 34, 40, and 41 .
